OF MUNITIONS 
PLANTS U. S. AIM 


Would Be Capable of 
Supplying 2 Million 
Soldiers 


W ashington, Aug. 7 < A P;—A per­ 
m anent m unitions industry, owned 
largely by the federal government 
and capable of supplying an army 
of 2,000,000 men, emerged today as 
one of the m ajor goals of the de­ 
fense program. 
Robert P. Patterson, new assist­ 
an t secretary of War, described as 
an "Innovation” the idea that most 
of the projected CO ordnance plants 
to be built with government funds 
would be established on a perm a­ 
nent basis. 
Traditionally, the United States 
has m aintained a system of gov­ 
ernm ent arsenals which formed the 
nucleus of a m unitions Industry but 
which was not capable of rapid ex­ 
pansion in an emergency. 
To 
prepare 
better 
for 
future 
crises, Patterson said th a t the new 
powder, loading and storage plants 
would be designed for long life. He 
made it plain, however, th a t they 
would be operated only for such 
I periods as are necessary to prepare 
j the required' shocks of munitions. 
The Army already has been given 
$244,000,000 of the $700,000,000 re- 
! quired for the new plants and has 
contracted with the D uPont Inter­ 
est to operate a $25,000,000 powder 
plant in southern Indiana.

Today’s Talk

THE CONCLUSION OF A BOOK 
O 
NE of the temptations that a reader of a 
novel has is to turn to the last chapter 
and see “how thing's come out.” 
It is a 
bad habit. 
For m yself I never do it. 
I want 
to be led rightly to the very end in a rhyth­ 
mic unfolding of the story. 
The thrill that comes to a reader at the 
conclusion of any good book is what he adds 
to it himself. 
No author actually ends his 
book with the last chapter. The last chapter 
(or chapters) is composed by the reader who 
often builds a library of books, or an endless 
number of chapters in his own life from 
what has inspired him. 
A book is a very much worth while one if 
there is created a desire to read it again and 
again. Often the conclusive chapter of such 
a book is but its beginning! 
"After all,” says Christopher Morley, “an 
author can only begin a book. 
We end that 
book only after its influence has ended, or 
we have forgotten its lesson. 
I like happy endings to a book, because it 
then gives something on which to build. 
lf all the characters are wiped out— as in 
several novels that I could name, when the 
last chapter is concluded— you feel that you 
have been released from a funeral, with no 
one left to journey on with you. 
There are 
exceptions, of course, such as in the charac­ 
ter of Sydney Carton in “The Tale of Two 
Cities,” by Charles Dickens. Carton remains 
a living character with you forever, even 
though he died for another. 
A book should be lived as it is read— that 
is, you as a reader, live with real people, 
know them, and often love them, so that you 
do not part company with them after the last 
chapter has been read. They go on with you 
in your everyday life. 
Thanks to Mr. Bos­ 
well, we know Dr. Johnson. 
We know Ham­ 
let, Little Eva, Little Nell, and jovial Mr. 
Micawber. 
And what a multitude of others!

and often evil lite. 
She had a peculiar capacity for 
m aking herself and others suffer. 
But w hen he died 
she found th a t the weight of her life was so m uch 
she wisned bitterly to be rid of her sins, and she con­ 
ceived a plan whereby she m ight free heiself of the 
accum ulation of evil by forcing innocents to do the 
things she I lad done—a version of the H ebnac s c a p e ­ 
goat system . 
So B arbe goes to the chateau w ith h er niece. H en­ 
rietta. 
H enrietta rem em bers the place an d th e people 
from eat lier days when she knew less of h er aunts, 
and when her uncle had controlled the holdings. She 
finds now th u t the village people h ate her a u n t—one 
has been sold up; another has died because of tile 
rotten gear of th e boat she had forced him to use; 
the butler and his wife have been discharged without 
reason.

th an for B arbe herself 
T here is more 
Viewed calm ly in the m orning light, this is an u n ­ 
convincing fram ew ork. 
But last n ig h t the book pulled 
this reader along far past bedtim e and left him ra th er 
weak. If such th in g s as are w ritten in “Gypsy, G ypsy” 
can be, there seem ed very little firm ground left for 
a simple reader. 
T his m orning it is a p p aren t th a t 
it was all a spoof, a n d th u t the au th o r was merely 
exercising a trem endous literary g ift on stran g e and 
rem arkable m aterial, 
T h e book is tan g en tial to n o r­ 
mal fiction ju st as was “Black N arcissus,” although 
its setting is som ew hat less exotic. 
It h as th e fu rth er 
m erit of being an individual perform ance; one th a t 
probably could not bt* duplicated by anyone w riting 
today.
